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July 2016 TIBRS Changes 

2016 TIBRS Conference T-Shirt 

Just a reminder, the new TIBRS changes for 2016 should be in place at your agency on July 1. Your June file 

submitted to TBI in July should not include the changes. However, any data you enter or update beginning 

July 1 should include the new changes which include the following: 

 New offenses—Animal Cruelty, Identify Theft, Computer Hacking/Intrusion, Negligent Vehicular Homi-

cide (TN Offense) 

 Expansion of Criminal Activity Codes for Animal Cruelty—simple/gross neglect, intentional abuse/torture, 

organized abuse, animal sexual abuse 

 Linking property descriptions to the offense 

 Location codes:  Cyberspace (may only be reported as a secondary location code), Pawn Shop, Firearms 

Retail Store, Loan/Cash Advance, Carport, Auto Salvage/Junkyard, Library, Tattoo Parlor 

 Property codes: Mailbox– residential, Mailbox-U.S. Postal Service, Van (motor vehicle type), Video Game 

Consoles/Games, Gift Cards, Port-o-potty, Lottery Tickets, Toys  

 Second location code—optional for all locations except for Cyberspace 

 Distance range for officer involved shooting segment 

 Check with your vendor to see if they have sent test data to TBI with these new changes. We have been 

testing files for about two months and will continue to do so until July 1. 

 Files that do not include the changes will not process beginning August 1, 2016 

The 13th edition of the TIBRS Data Collection Manual will be available at http://www.tn.gov/tbi/topic/

tennessee-incident-based-reporting-system-tibrs by the end of the day on July 6, 2016. The TIBRS incident 

report forms will also be available at the same link. These documents have been revised to reflect the new 

changes to TIBRS effective on July 1, 2016.  A listserv message will be sent when the documents are availa-

ble at the website. Please print the manual from the web. Due to budget constraints, TBI will not be able to 

print any copies for agency distribution this year.

2015 Annual Crime Publications 

We will send data for the time period of January—June 2016 in mid to late July. It is very important that you 

review any issues that are identified on the sheet accompanying your Crime in Tennessee page. Please pay 

close attention to any Hate Bias offenses identified with an “unknown” bias. Our staff has been asked to re-

view your data more frequently and you may be contacted outside the normal data review time if issues are 

identified. We hope to provide the QC Exception report on the law enforcement web site this summer so 

you can check your own issues and correct them or notify Ashley Anderson that the data is correct. Any cor-

rect data notifications are flagged in the repository so correct incidents will not continue to appear on the 

QC reports. You must notify us if an incident is correct or it will continue to appear on the QC report each 

month.
